Sir— Please allow mo vpace tv end 
an open letter to my many friends. 
No doubt you have wondered why yon 
bave bot heard from mo before this, 
My reazons are, I want to tate facts 
vouverning this conntry. I have heard 
« great deal and received many leo- 
tures concerning this conntry, as the 
queen of Sheba aid to King Solomon; 
when «he was at the dedication of the 
temple, the zame I will zxy concern- 
ing this country. No person can go 
up and down the consts and find the 
truo statemont concerning this coun- 
try. You will be compelled, at least, 
vix or eight monihs going back 
in the interior, having oon- 
vernativn with the different 
tribes and zev the okill of tho native 
work, enob ns making their own pots 
vf clay, spoons of wood, wine from 
the palm tree, and more eapetially the 
art of agrienlture is highly appreciated 
by them and many others which time 
fails mo to enlist. Theso are apeci- 
mens of vegetables in nse by them, 
via; Rios, cavadas, 
corn, plantain, bananas, betri-zecd, 
potatoes, yams, sycamore, 
ries comes pap and a cider mixed up 
with corn; from the canmmdas, fofoo, 
fariyarn, domboy, etc. Besides thee 
they have papaw, pumpkin, peas, 
ground-nats, bread-nnts, cngar-cane 


and all kinds of fish—these are scavnn - 
ed with either the palm oil or nut oil. 1

In Memoriam, 


Rev. James Porter, D. D., who fell 
asleep Septettber 24th in the city of 
New York; was & great los t0 tho 
Church and race, We first made his 
acquaintance 38 years ago, when we 
were both yonng men, althongh he 
was severnal years our cenior, He was 
born, reared and educated in Charles- 
ton, 8, C,; bat at the time we made 
his acquaintance, he was living in 
Savannah, CGa., having gone there 
from Charleston, and was a lay reader 
in St. Stephen's Epi-copal church of 
that city, which cbnreh he had really 
organized, and remained practically 
tho head of, for «ome years, He made 
his living by running a tailor's shop, 
teaching private sehoot in the face of 
the most prohibitory law, and vyooal 
and instramental mazic, for he was an 
adept in piano, organ, gnitar and vio- 
lin masic, «nd could write it, as well 
as teach it. 

Dr. Porter ventured, dared and 
risked tftote for the edncation and on- 
lightetment of the eotored race, even 
in the days of slavery; than any man 
living or dead. Notwithstanding he 
was born, reared and lived in the 
heart of the most rigid slave +tates 
in the nation, and! the laws were 
the most violent against teaching Ne- 
groes to read and write and eipher, 
aflixing the most eevere penalties 
acraingt white aud black, who «honld 
be detected giving #ach in- 
stractions. Yet Dr. Porter taught 
day and night school; and then went 
————— - kaneo viving individaal 
instraction for years and Yeark, DeI ure 
freedom was dreamed of, No man 
ever braved snch bazardous ordeals 
nnd ediicated more boys, girls, men 
and women, Aﬀter the war, and the 
reconstruaction measnres had been en- 
acted by the United States congress, 
and white and colored had to register

Time will not allow me to enter in de- 

tail apon the history of the cbnreh, 

taken from the timo of its organization 

np to the present, but «nfflicc it to aay, 

that I bave been no little interented in 
the progress of the charch from the 
time that Bizhop H. M. Tarner made 
his first visit to this country, to organ- 

ize tho first avnnal conference that 
was ever organized on this part of the 
West Const of Africs, nnder the aus 
pices of « Negro church, and I feel that 
it is an instance in the history of the 
African Methbodist Church that shbould 
«tand vccond to nonein the memory 
and feelings of every one that breathes 
the breath of trae African Metbodiam. 

Therefore, I write the following for 
the benefit of thoss of your readers 
who seem to be bat little interested in 
the work of the chnreh of this coun- 
try. an reviewing ths Vorcs oF Mis- 
$I0N8, & paper coming from the mis- 
sionary department of your cbnrch, 
bearing date of May, 1895, I note the

It is true, we feel proud to 
hear of the missionary work that is 
being earried on in India, Japan, China 
and other parts of the world by the

of the leading ones of the church in 
America, towards the work in this part 
of the dark jungles of Africa, for 1

grand undertaking, they would scarce- 
ly be able to realize the fact as to the 
noble results that would follow. 

There are buudreds who are now 
standing and waiting to-sce whether 
the church in America means to foster 
the work here in this convtry, for we 
are tired of being under the governu- 
ment of. the white church, and would 
prefer being in a chureh whose gov- 
ernment and literature was that of the 
race, Bat owing to the little interest 
that is being manifested on the part of 
80me of the pillars in the church in 
America, they satisſy themselves to re- 
main where they are and watch the 
tide as it ebbs and flows. It is true 
the material you have to work with in 
this conutry at the present, with a few 
exceptions, is not iu all equal to the 
task, speaking from & literal stand- 
point; but that is no canse for dis- 
couragement, You should never for- 
get the days of yore, when we call to 
onr memory the stones by which the 
Fonndation of the African churoh was 
laid, for if 1 must use the langnage of 
your worthy Dr. C. 8. Smith, I can 
but say that the problem is to be 
80lyed through the providence of God, 
and that the riging generation of the 
American Negro, with those of the 
Americo- Liberians, are to be nuited in 
carrying 0n & great and grand work in 
the cause of Obristianizing and evan- 
gelizing this part of Africa. 

I feel prond to say that I live under 
a constitution where every Negro on 
God's earth can come and enjoy equul 
rights and privileges, and where he is 
made to feel that God has destined 
him to be more than «a hewer of wood 
and a drawer of water, I do not wishb 
to be understood by this that Bishop 
Turner, Wayman, Arnett and others of 
your leading men of that age and ex- 
perienuce should leave their comfort 
ablo homes in American and come to 
this country to live. No, by no means; 
for it 18 my belief that they could 
serve the cause better in Americs, and 
only come to see us at times; but I do 
say that I believe that God has des- 
tined this infant repnblic to be the 
home of thourands of those of the ris- 
ing generation of American Negroes 
whom the church is today sparing no 
pains to train and educate as preach- 
ers, teachers and evangelists, and 1 
veutnre to say that there are cores of 
snch characters in your midst today 
that would do much good in this field of 
labor 1f they were only encouraged by 
the church giving them their snpport 
in the way of fostering them while 
they labor to improve the talent God 
has given them; aud I azure you, my 
friends, that not until this is done will 
the African Methodist church be car- 
rying out the full and divine injune- 
tion of our Lord and Magster to His 
«postles, for He said unto them, **Go 
ye iuto all the world, and preach my 
gospel.” 

It is true you have a few laborers 
engaged in the work in this country, 
among whom is Rev, RKRidgel, 
who much beloved by 
people of the country, as far 
as he has gone. He secms 
to manifest great zeal in the interet of 
the work whiob has been awigned him; 
150 his better half who shares greatly 
with him in the interest of the zame.
